| (This  important  document  was  delivered 
to  Congress  snd  read  in  both  bouses  on 
Monday.  It  appeared  the  next  morning  in 
moat  ot  tha  daily  papers  throughout  the 
country.  It  torn  doubtless  bees  generally 
conned  and  more  or  leas  commented  on  in 
s  majority  of  the  homes  of  this  free  end 
happy  land. 

As  ws  hoped  snd  predicted  President 
Grant  has  evinced,  In  this  message,  more  of 
his  natural  independence  of  judgment 
thsa  ia  nay  former  one.  His  long  experi 
ence  snd  eccnrate  observation  have  quali¬ 
fied  him  to  form  opinions  on  all  ths  great 
questions  ot  interest  to  the  country.  It  it 
no  presumption  ia  tbo  President  to  express 
his  judgment  on  points  whets  tbo  great 
minds  of  ths  nation  differ.  He  (Am Id  be 
tbo  most  competeot  advisor  In  til  tbe 
land.  He  evidently  feels  his  respond  bill 
ty  and  does  not  hcaitnte  to  avow  his  con 
victions.  Ris  sentiments  are  dearly  stat¬ 
ed,  and  where  au  senary  aw  saaysrtsd-uy 
brief  bat  cogeat  reasoning. 

~On  tbs  Financo  question  his  views, 
hitherto  made  known,  bsve  undergone  no 
change,  but  he  expresses  them  now  with 
move  confidence  and  emphasis.  Ha  would 
hare  no  repudiation,  no  inflation  of  legal 
tender  notes  hot  a  speedy  return  to  specie 
payments,  lbs  method  for  which  ho  thinks 
should  he  determined  by  Congress  without 
delay. 

The  president  says :  •*  I  believe  U  is  ia 
tbe  power  »f  Congress  at  this  aoaaioo  to 
devise  sach  legislation  aa  will  renew  confi¬ 
dence  revive  all  tbe  I  ad  not  rise,  start  as  on 
s  career  of  prosperity,  to  lust  for  many 
years,  aad  to  save  the  credit  of  the  nation 
sad  of  the  people.”  T 

Aad  again :  **  It  terms  to  mo  that  noth¬ 
ing  is  clearer  then  that  ths  greater  part  nf 
ths  harden  nt  nxmtiag  prostration  for  ths 
want  of  a  sound  financial  system  falls 
anon  the  working  man,  who  must,  after 
all.  produce  tbe  wealth,  and  upon  the 
salaried  as  an,  who  superintoads  snd  con¬ 
duct*  business.
